On August 19, 1970, you were advised by tha Acting Archivist o; tna 
United Stat«3 that this copy was withheld from research under the 
terms of 5 U, S. C. 552, subsection (b)(6), as a part of "medical xilcs 
and similar files, tha disclosure of which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy" of the family of the late 
President Konnody. 

A careful review of the document In question. In the light of the citoc 
statute. Its leglolatiyo history and subsequent interpretations, has 
failed to adduce any grounds to -warrant upsetting the considered 
rocr.i of the Acting Archivist. 

Under the circumstances, 1 have no rccourno but to advice that your 
appeal is denied. However, in the event the Kennedy family -r its 
authorized representative should advise rnc that release o:
